Brumley further {aid , the whole Conſpiracy was 
open'd at Aztwerp to the Ambaſſador of a Forreign 
Prince; who acquainted his Maſter, who had written 
the whole Diſcourſe to the Queen ; which becauſe it 
concern'd others as well as the Duke, ſhould only be 
open'd to the Lords of the Privy Councel.

Duke, T know not how to come after fo ſmooth a 
Tale as the Attourney of the Court of Wards has told, 
" yet he reflects nothing, what tear' and -promis'd Re- 
ward might prevail upon Timerous and Mercenary 
minds; But I refer you unto Bra##on for Diſcrediting 
and difproving thoſe Witneſles. 

Catlin, In ſuch Matters and Caſes of Treaſon, the 
Depoſitions of Strangers may be taken, and it lyes in 
the Breaſts of the Peers' to Credit the ſame as they

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Duke, There is little danger in a diſcern'd Enemy ;

Duke, I delire the Opinion of the Judges, If the

Catlin, That might well enough be ſeen, for the 
Queen might make War with a Duke in Frazce, and 
have Peace with the French King. 

Shrewsbury, have you ought ell2 to ſay ? 

Dwke, I depend upon Truth and Innocence, which I 
hope will out-weigh the Malice and Artifice of my 

* Enemies, and I alſo hope my Judges will conſider the

Cloud of a ſevere Deprivation, till the laſt King Charles

Titles and Dignities ; that excellent Prince Fpalier 

ed their longand filent Sufferings, with what forw: 
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neſs moſt of them engag'd their Lives and Fortunes in 
the Service of his _ Father ; there being but two 
of all that great and numerous Family that drew s 
Sword againſt their King ; may thoſe two be Bury'd 
in the dull aſhes of Oblivion for ever, and wip d out of 
our way, as perhaps they are out of the Book of Life, - 


A Brief Account of the Noble Fami y of the 
HOWARDS, 


He Family of the Howards came into England 
with the Saxons, being from a vaſt length of 
tie very conſiderable in that Country , having the 
Title of Barons, and the Name in that Language be- 
ing Hoffierd. as ſome Antient Books there Teſtify, 
which fignihes the chief Office in the Court : William 
the Conquerour fcund them in a great Condition of 
Eſtate and Quality here, according to the Mode- and 
Method of thoſe Times, bearing Diſtinftions proper 
to Barons: They continued moft Eminent in their 
Country, and link'd themſelves into the greateſt Fa- 
milies in the Kingdom, as with all Evidence appears, 
\gþcbold here. 


A Brief Account of the Deſcent of the Dukes of 
NORFOLK. 


Homas of Brotherton , ſecond Son of King F4- 
ward the Fuft by. Margaret ot France his fe- 

cuud Wife, was karl of Norfolk and High Marſhal of 
Eng- 
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England, whoſe Daughter and Heir being Married to 
John Lori Segrave , was created Dutcheſs of Norfolk ; 
and Elizaberh their Daughter and Heir being Married 
to John Lord Mowbrey, was Mother to Thomas Mowbrey 
created Duke of Norfolk by King Richard the Second 
in the year one thouſand three hundred ninety ſeven, 
and fiſt Earl-Marſhal of Exgland: Which Thomas by 
Elizabeth his W ite, Siſter and Heir of Thomas Fitz- 
Allen Earl of Arundel , was Father of John Monbrey 
Second Duke of Norfolk, and of Margaret his Eldeit 
Daughter, Wife to Sir Robert Howard Knight, whoſe 
Son John Mowbrey the Third Duke of Norfolk, was 
Father of John the Fourth Duke of Norfolk ; whoſe 
Daughter and Heir Dying without Iſſue in the Reign 
of Kinz Edward the Fourth : The Honours and Lands 
of Mo»b-ey were divided between John Lord Howard 
Son of Sir Robert Howard and Margaret Mowbrey, who 
was Created Duke of Norfolk by King Richard the 
Third, and MW ;/{-am Lord Berkley Son of Iſabella Se- 
cond Daughter of Tome Morbrey Ficlt Duke of Nor 
folk : This John Lord Howard Duke of Norfolk was 
ſlain at the Battle of Byo/worch one thouſand tour hun- 
dred eighty five, and Artainted , . leaving Thomas 
Howard Earl of Surry his Son : Who in the fifth year 
of Kinz Henry the Eighth, was Reſtord Duke of 
Norfolk; and Dying, Thomzs Howard his Son was 
Duke of Norfolk, and Father of Henry Earl of Swrry, 
who was Beheaded the laſt of Heary the Eighth ; 
which Henry Earl of Surry was Father of Thomas 
Howard Duke of Norfolk, who was Beheaded and At- 
tainted for the Marriage of the Queen of Scors the 
Fourteenth year of Queen Elizabeth ; whole Son Phi- 


lip 
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lip (Farl of Arndel in right of the Mother) dyed in 
the Tower , his Son Thomas the great Lord Marſhal 
(whoſe memory is a laſting Honour to his Family) 
left his Son Herry of unblemiſh'd Honour and Repu- 
tation alſo, whole Son Thomas was reſtor'd by the 
faſt King Charles the Second of Happy and Glorious 
Memory, to the Dignity of Duke -of Norfolk, whoſe 
Brother Henry {urviv'd him, and left two Sons, Heary 
the preſent Duke of Norfolk, and the Lord Thomas 
Howard, who hath Iſſue. 
”- This flouriſhing Family has ſpread it ſelf into many 
Eminent Branches, as the Lord Viſcount Srafford, the 
_ Farls of Suffolk and Barkſhire, the Lord Eſcrick, the 
Earl of Carlile, and the reſt of the Deſcendants from 
the Lord William Howard of Naworth, whoſe Mem6- 
ry is to be preſerv'd as Sacred in the Family, who for 
Wiſdom, Virtue and Honour, was the Glory of his 
Time ; he was Third Son of. Thomas Duke of Nor- 
folk, whoſe Tryal and Unfortunate Death you have 
here had a view of ; the Sons of which Lord William 
Howard, were men of great Honour, and ſerv*'d their 
King with their Lives and Fortunes ; his Second Son 
Sir Francis Howard, having raiſed a Regiment at his 
own proper Charge , and fſuffer'd a long Impriſon- 
ment in the Tower. Collonel Thomas Howard the 
Fourth Son of the Lord Wi//;iam, alſo raiſed a Regi- 
ment for King Char/es the Firſt of Sacred Memory, 
and Bravely loſt his Life at the Head of it; having re- 
fus'd very Advantagious Conditions from the King of 
Portugal, who had invited him into his Service, he 
being a Souldier of long Experience Abroad , -and 
tnuch efteem'd for his Courage and Condu@, and de- 
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tain'd here by the Commands of his Prince , whom 
his Honour, Religion and Conſcience oblig'd him to 
obey ; he fell (a willing Sacrifice for the Service of 
his Prince) to the rage of the Rebels.
